18, (Unclassified - RLB) DECI LATION. Along with 


OGC, met with Mark Gitenstein, on the staff of the Senate Select Gommiuttee 
on Intelligence, to discuss in general terms his interest in classification 
and sources and methods legislation. Mr. Gitenstein indicated that the 
Select Committee's Subcommittee (or Working Group) on Secrecy and 
Classification expected to hold its first meeting next week. Mr. Gitenstein 
expressed an interest in obtaining material on procedures and guidelines 
for designating and controlling sources and methods information within the 
Agency. I drew his attention to a secret paper entitled "Aspects of 
Intelligence Sources and Methods," which had been made available to 
Elliot Maxwell, also of the Committee staff. I told Mr. Gitenstein I would 
check on additional information if available and would get back to him. 


19, (Unclassified - RLB) LEGISLATION Talked to Paul Daley, FBI, 
concerning the Bureau's position on Hatch Act amendments, Mr. Daley said 
he was unaware that OMB was consolidating Executive agency views on 
Hatch Act amendments, but that the FBI's position remained unchanged from 
last Congress--namely, insuring that investigative employees are separated 
from other employees for continued Hatch Act coverage. 


20. (Unclassified - RLB) LEGISLATION Spoke with Charles 
Marinaccio, Special Counsel, Senate Committee on Banking, Housing 
and Urban Affairs, regarding the Committee's report on S. 305, 

Mr, Marinaccio read to me the two sentences in the report related to 
our amendment. With one change which he said would be incorporated, I 
indicated the language was acceptable, and OGC concurred. 


21, (Unclassified ~ RLB) LEGISLATION Spoke with Hal Ford, 
on the staff of the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence, regarding 
editing the rermarks made by Senator Adlai Stevenson (D., Ill.) at the S. 305 
mark-up on 6 April related to our proposed amendment. I told Mr, Ford 
specifically where we felt the remarks appeared to be inaccurate or ambiguous. 
He said he would check with the Senator and get back to me.
